that city, who sell Bkelotone. 
The trade in 
skeletons could not with correctness bo termed 
large. 
The run of people care very little about 
skeletons; for, though every man is said to 
have one in his closet, it has never been dis­ 
covered that they gavo 
any satisfaction or 
pleasure. 
Notw^ithstanding the dislike to hav­ 
ing them escajie, they are not jn’ized. 
But the 
skeletons referred to are not of this impalpa­ 
ble sort. 
I'hey are equally ghastly, but they 
are imported. 
The sort kept in the closets are 
generally of home manufacture. 
The skeletons which are kept on sale come 
principally from Paris or the great cities of 
Germany. 
‘^Timo over here is too precious to waste on 
skeletons,” said a prominent dealer in them. 
‘‘Should we try to get any here wo Avould fin<l 
them very inferior. 
“ No reilections on the national bone, I sup­ 
pose? ” 
‘'Not in the least. 
No doubt 
American 
bones are quit<» as good as any other bones. But 
they are not so well prepared" for the market It 
is a long and tedious process to bleach the 
bones perfectly and get all the oil out of them, 
so that they will remain perfectlv white. 
It is 
doubtful if we could get this roally done hero.” 
The dealer was a very genial looking man for 
one who sold skeletons, aud to see him with a 
skull in his hand, smiling at it in a business-like 
way, was to see a very interesting incongruity, 
it seems that there is a great diffurenco in tlio 
value of skeletons. 
Fancy an extremely proud 
and fastidious man walking round all his life 
with a very inferior set of bones and never 
knowing it! What a humiliation it must be to 
his exclusive spirit to find that the frame of 
which he had taken such care is rated as a third 
rate skeleton in the market 
I’erhaps his skel- 
t-tou may only bring 
while that of some 
neighbor, whom he never stooped to despise, 
will bring ,^75 or a 
Tlie difference lies 
in the comparative solidity of the bones. 
.Sume aro porous aud spongy, and these sel­ 
dom havo much care expended on them, and 
bring a low price. 
Others are firm and in every 
way perfect, and such are bleached after the 
best nietiiods, finely articulated or put together, 
and sold at the best prices that the market will 
bring. 
Evon the uninitiated evo can discover 
the greatest difference in these skeletons. 
Some aro white, and even after a maimer 
shapely, and are put together with wires of cop­ 
per or brass with care aud finish. 
Others aro 
unsightly and discolored, and, losing the beauty 
which attaches to any Avell executed implement 
or piece of machinery, take to themselves tho 
simple hideousnesK of the grave. 
The skeletons of children or infants are not 
often wanted and aro rarely imported. 
Certain 
portions of the body are required to show clif- 
lerent stages of development, however, and the 
heads of children are frequently re(]iiired by 
medical colleges to show the development t)f 
the teeth. Some skulls have the first and second 
sets quite complete, one row above the other. 
Skulls for the study of the brain are arranged 
in various manners, to show the several layers 
of bone and porous matter which shield it. 
\ 
skull will bring as high a price as a whole skel­ 
eton under cei*t;iin circumstances. 
Indeed, on(^ 
skull which theigenial gentleman exhibited sol<l 
for ^100. 
This was as white as snow', and 
mounted on a brass apparatus which held each 
portion of the head in its right position, but at 
a distance of an inch from its fellow.

Foul dust in rooms cannot be got rid of by 
any amount of sweeping and carpet beating.

a dozen colds 1 got by being exposed to a sud­ 
den draught':' 
Only a few nights ago, when 1 
occupied a seat near the door of a theatre, the 
door was left open during the intermission, and 
the draught, though pleasant onouLdi, gavo me 
a bad cold. 
No. tnanKyou. 
No draughts for 
m e!” This logic seems good, yet it is utter 
sophistry. 
As a inetaphyHician Avould say, the 
dr a u gh t was only the occasion, not the cause, of 
tho cold. 
The real cause was the foul, hot air 
in the theater, which demoralized your skin and 
relaxed its blood vessels, so that they were un- 
abki to react suddenly aud endure the healthful 
cool air from the street. 
In other words, it was 
not the draught that gave you cold, but the sud­ 
den transition from hot to* cold air. 
But if you 
aro not overheated a current of cold air is never 
injurious,- As one of the greatest authorities on 
hygiene. Professor lieclam remarks: ‘‘Draughts 
a r e not injurious unless we aro in aglow . 
To 
healthy persons they cannot possibly do so 
much harm as the stagnant air in a close room. 
Tho fear of draughts is entirely groundless, 
though it aliects most peoiile In a manner which 
is simply ludicrous.” It is hifjh time to acquit 
draughts of the charge of being tho cause of 
our colds and to convict the true culprit, the in­ 
jurious hot-house atmosphere in our rooms. 
Why do people on river excursions or on ocean 
Btea^mers, where they are exposed to terrible 
draughts, never ‘‘catch cold? ” 
Simply because 
their skins aro not previously broiled in a hot­ 
houses.

Food A dulteration. 
Some wriff/rs seem to feel that it is useless to 
agitato tho subject of food adulteration, con­ 
veying the idea in their discussions that the 
foreign substances used are in no way injurious 
to health. 
A phj'sician who has studied ‘‘the 
small economies of life” tells how tho jellies, 
which some bakers put into their tarts and 
jelly cakes, are made. 
No wonder grocers can 
sell them so cheiiply. 
The directions aro as 
follows: 
Take four'quarts of water and a half 
a pound of alum; boil two minutes; add 
‘,V2 
pounds of 
-white sugar; 
boil five minutes 
longer: strain whilo it is warm (and the hotter 
it is the easier) through a coarse towel; when 
nearly cold, add two ounces acetic acid, and 
one-half a pound of real currant jelly. 
When 
cool, pack it in tumblers and label with a 
picture of a currant bush and a child picking 
currants. 
If you desire a vanilla jelly, add in 
place of currant jam, four 2D-cent bottles of 
the extract of vanilla, and stir in when nearly 
cold. 
If you desire strawberry jam, prepare 
the alum and sugar as before, and add half a 
pint of the essence of strawberry; or, if lemon 
16 desired, add essence of lemon. 
You can 
make wdiat you like with these proportions of 
alum and sugar. 
This is the way to make the 
grocers jelly and the jam that is placed on 
arts in the confectioneries and ba keries,

Traveling D resses, Traveling Cloaks, Im ­ 
ported Muslin D ress, Uelted Gathered 
W aists, D etails of Various D resses, 
Irish Linen D resses—Fashion Notes. 


T rav eling dresses for sum m er journeys 
by rail or steamer, for coaching, and for long 
drives are made of the lustrous mohairs, either 
plain or striped with white, in fawn or dust col­ 
or, steel or silver gray, and in dark navy blue. 
For general use and for hard travel the mohair 
forms the entire dress, with rows of stitching 
for the trimming, or else the London fashion Is 
followed of braiding the dress with picot braid 
in vine or flower patterns. For brides’ traveling 
dresses the glace mohair iB made up with water­ 
ed silk, or with ribbons used in narrow rows on 
the kilt skirt, or in a single wider row as a bor­ 
der, and as a facing for jabot drapery at the 
bac k of the skirt and for the pointed apron. For 
long journeys and ocean voyages the more wool- 
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principal towns in any other country in the 
world

In a paper read to the 
Statistical society, Mr. Noel Humphreys of the 
registra-generaTs office has attempted to supply 
some data with regard to class mortality. 
He 
showed once more that the factor which con­ 
trolled the rates b oth in population and classes 
was the child mortality; thus the annual death 
rate among children in b eliev ed to b e 01 per 
mille, while in the “upper”—that is to say, 
wealthier—classes it is only ab out 28 per mille.

A CITY OF RESTAURANTS. 


W hy the Eating House* in K ansas City Are 
Num erous and Profitable. 
“The people of K ansas City are just as 
metropolitan in their habits as the residents in 
New York city,” said the proprietor of a large 
restaurant to a Stab reporter to-day. 
“ When I 
came to Kansas City ten years ago. I opened 
this restaurant and just barely paid expenses 
and now I am having as much business as I can 
attend to. I attribute this boom not so much to 
the push and energy with which I have endeav­ 
ored to make business as to the change of the 
habits and t he change of the character of the 
people. 
The majority of the present residents 
of Kansas City live for the most part in rooms 
and take their meals afc restaurants. 
When I 
first came to this city there were few roomers, 
the new comers either going to house keeping 
or boarding.” 
There are fifteen first class restaurants and 
lunch rooms in this city, not including the res­ 
taurants connected w all the hotels. Besides 
these, there are a host of smaller restaurants. 
The capital invested in the restaurant business 
pure and simple is estimated at nearly half a 
million dollars. Chapin <fc Gore, the Delmdnicos 
of Kansas City, have a plant estimated at 
$75,000, and the remaining restaurants gradu­ 
ate from that sum to a few hundred. A stranger 
walking down East Twelfth street from Main 
would quickly notice the number of restaurants 
on that thoroughfare. In all parts of the city 
where 
the 
residents 
are of 
a 
transient 
nature the saloons 
and restaurants multiply. 
The proprietor of a cheap restaurant where the 
waiters deliver the orders of the customers from 
arms filled high with 
savory 
and otherwise 
dishes, said it was cheaper to live in a room and 
eat in a restaurant than to board. 
“ I have people come to this place every day,” 
said he, “ from boarding houses and they assert 
that it is eheaper for them to live this way, for 
they are not compelled to pay for meals which 
they m iss.” 
All told, there are about sixty-four respectable 
restaurants in this city. In Providence, li. I., a 
city having the same population as Kansas Citv, 
there are only four large restaurants. In J ersey 
City, with a population of nearly twice that of 
Kansas City, there are only thirteen respectable 
restaurants. There are a few business men in 
this city who co home to get.,their lunch and 
even they are succumbing to the general prac­ 
tice of taking their midday lunch in some of the 
down town restaurants. 
There are more than a thousand men employed 
in the restaurants and cafes of this citv.

in several dark colors, or else in a single color 
with white. This check may be used for the 
whole dress, or it may be only seen in the skirt 
and drap ry, with a plain basque of twilled 
cloth, either blue or brown, according to the pre­ 
vailing color in the skirt. This basque is made 
in severely simple design, with the collar and 
cuffs merely stitched, or else bordered with cord 
passementerie, which may also trim the corsage 
in vest shape. A round hat o f. dark straw' in tur­ 
ban or other close shape or a small bonnet may 
accompany such a dress, but young women of 
English tastes wear a cap with visor, or a soft 
stitched hat made of the checked material of the 
dress, or else of the ulster w’orn over the gown. 
A novel design for cloaks for traveling or for 
coaching copies the great wraps worn by Irish 
peasant women, which envelop the wearer from 
head to foot. These cloaks are made of six or 
seven breadths of twilled silk gathered to a vel­ 
vet standing collar—not a yoke—hanging thenco 
full to the floor. They are without sleeves, but 
the front breadths are doubled from the foot up 
¡as -ding sleeve capes are), and the arms pass 
out between the doubled fronts. A ribbon belt 
worn under the cloak is merely attached to two 
of the seams in tho back to adjust them very 
slightly. There cloaks are shown in brown or 
in navy blue silk striped with ecru or red, also 
in black camel’s hair lined with India silk, and 
shirred at the top to the velvet collar. Thin silks 
made waterproof are also made up in this de­ 
sign for dust and rain cloaks. Other traveling 
cloaks of gray camel’s hair or serne are fitted to 
the figure, and trimmed with silver galloon in 
three rows down the front and back, outlining a 
Norfolk jacket. The crossbarred homespuns in 
dark shades of brown and ecru are made in ulster 
fashion, with cap or hat to match. Tailors use 
soft sleazy woolens with herring bone stripes 
like chuddah and the fine vicuna cloths lor 
cloaks or ulsters with loose fronts held by a 
band or girdle fastened with a silver clasp, while 
t he back is adjusted by long pleats beginning at 
the collar. A cape or hood is worn with these 
garments; they are made up in fawn color, with 
heliotrope silk facing, or in gray-blue with dark 
navv blue silk. Inexpensive dust cloaks are 
made of the « ray or brown mohairs, with pleated 
back, loose front, and sling sleeves edged with 
many rows of stitching. Similar wraps are made 
of pongee and of tussore sitks. 
A late importation of French dresses for mid­ 
summer is made up of muslins of various kinds, 
figured lawns, striped percales of the softest fin­ 
ish, and batistes with quaint J apanese designs 
upon them, like hieroglyphics, in the bright new 
scarlet called cactus on ecru grounds, or in the 
grayish Japan blue on white. Flounces are re­ 
vived for wicse pretty gowns, and tucks without 
number, the oniv trimmings not of the material 
being slight insertions of embroidery,some scal­ 
lops 'wrought in button-hole stitch on the dress 
goods, and ribbons of various kinds, the richest 
uncut velvet ribbon appearing in loops and 
bows, with vrreat sashes of heavy brocades and 
of moire. The revived flounces are wide, and in 
groups of 
three gathered across the 
back 
breadths, covering the skirt, from belt to foot in 
piace of drapers', or else they are on one side, 
usually the left, forming a panel next the long 
side of an apron, or there may be three flounces 
up each side of the skirt, with an aprou between 
that is pointed in the middle. The tucks on 
these new'gowns are only a fourth of an inch 
wide, and are lengthwise in the sides of the 
skirt from the belt down to within eight or ten 
inches of the foot, where they stop, and the 
material below forms a ttounee, which is also 
tucked across. The flounces across the back of 
the skirt have each from twelve to twenty 
of 
these quarter-inch rucks. 
There 
are 
also many shirred tucks of these narrow widths, 
with the thread which tucks them drawn to 
gather the tuck; these form a yoke on the belted 
waist, and a pointed yoke-like space on the front 
of the skirt just below the belt, also diagonal 
bands or pocket-like pieces, on the sides of the 
skirt. The back breadths of skirts that are not 
flounced have pleats folded thickly down the 
middle, and are taken up to the belt on each side 
in jabot folds. Still others of lawn have kilt- 
pleated skirts with a wide hem and inch-wide 
tucks, while the back is draped in burnoose 
folds at the top precisely as wool dresses are. 
The foundation skirts of colored lawn 
dresses 
made by French modistes are of white cambric 
on which a pinked cambric flounce is set both 
outside and inside as a balayeuse. Thicker per­ 
cales with stripes or figures have plain percale 
foundation skirts, on which are.one or two ruf­ 
fles of the plain percale merely pinked on the 
edges. A hair cushion for a bustle is covered 
with the percale of the dress, and there are 
steels across the foundation skirt. 
The round belted gathered waist of French 
muslin dresses is made up without lining. It is 
cut as long as a basque, the edges being thrust 
out of sight under the skirt bolt, and a ribbon 
or embroidered belt is put ou over the waist. 
T h e shirring is at the neck and waist line in 
front and back, and is in six or eight rows quite 
near together, held in place and strengthened 
by a slip of the muslin underneath. The fronts 
have a single dart quite far back, aud the shir­ 
ring at the waist line begins next this dart : the 
back has two side forms on each side, and the 
s h i r r i n g is confined to the middle back form— 
a single broad form instead of two narrower 
forms. The seams are ail closed, belngfirst run 
together on the right side, then permanently 
stitched on the wrong side, thus leaving no un­ 
covered edges. The collar is a high standing 
band of the muslin, with a little puff of white 
mull above it, and similar puffs edge the coat 
sieeves, being drawn up with white ribbon of 
the narrowest width, which is tied with many 
loops on the inside seam at the wrist. 
Other 
waists have the shirred tucked yoke noted w'hile 
still 
others 
have 
a plain yoke already ex­ 
tending to tho belt in front and pointed be­ 
hind. 
Among pretty lawn dresses are those with 
pink o r blue springs quite near together, so as 
to give sufficient color to the white ground, 
w h i c h has some thick white stripes in its thin 
surfs.ee. The waist is made like the belted one 
just described, with a white puff at the neck and 
sleeves, aud a belt of old-rose or navy blue rib- 
bonand a wide sash of the same on the right side; 
this ribbon has heavy reps, with a flower pat­ 
tern in monotone, and its long ends are cut out 
in two deep scallops instead of the sharp points 
lately used. The skirt is in wide kilt pleats, 
with a hem six inches deep and three tucks an 
inch wide; Hue kilt is mounted on a white cam­ 
bric foundation skirt, A short apron is made of 
a breadth of the lawn taken across the front and 
sides, and the back widths are in burnoose folds 
at the top. 
A charming dress of percale has three stripes, 
each a fourth of an inch wide, of plum-color, 
sage green, and cream white. The skirt has 
three wide flounces across its back breadths, 
with twenty small tucks in each flounce: the 
« ides of the skirt are in lengthwise quarter-iuch 
tucks, folded so that the reddish plum-colored 
stripe is always ou top; down the middle of the 
front are two rows of ecru embroidered nain­ 
sook insertion. The round waist is tucked to 
form a yoke showing the plum stripes, and there 
is a belt of plum-colored uncut velvet ribbon, 
with loops of this ribbon falling on the hips and 
tournure. A light blue percale dress, with red 
and orange stripes quite far apart aud very nar­ 
row, has five straight breadths in its skirt, hung 
over a foundation skirt of plain blue percale, 
which is finished with two pinked ruffles at tho 
foot, that are placed there, not to be seen, 
but to support the outer skirt. This outer skirt 
has its fulness in tho top of the front laid 
in tucks half its length, and is left plain below; 
these tucks each have the red stripes conspicu­ 
ous upo i them. The back is made bouffant by 
four pleated points or wings of the material 
(those in the middle being shortest) attached to 
the belt and falling over the tournure; two large 
Ijows of cactus red gros gralu ribbon with corded 
edges are on the tournure. 
Still other skirts, 
with flounces across the back and quarter-inch 
tucks dowathe sides, have a long pointed apron 
in front, with the fulness held in pleats at the 
belt—not on the sides—and there are ladders or 
bridles of watered ribbon set across the tucked 
side pieces. Swiss muslin with tiny embroid­ 
ered specks all over it is prettily made up in this 
way, with rifle green, cactus red, or plum col­ 
ored ribbons for the trimming. 
Dresses of white Irish linen are made up with 
belted blouse-w'aists, and trimmed with dark 
blue dungaree bands, on which are row’s of white 
linen braid. These are used for yachting and 
tennis gowns, and are commended for their 
coolness 
to 
Southern 
women, 
and 
to 
those 
at 
remote towns 
where 
new 
fab­ 
rics canuot be procured.. 
A good quality 
of 
Irish 
linen 
can 
be 
had 
at 
al­ 
most any eouutrv store, and of navy blue linen 
also for trimming. The dungaree is an English 
fabric of twilled cotton very finely woven. The 
linen braid is the narrowest kind, like soutache, 
and is sewed on by a row' of machine stitching 
through the middle. The 
waist 
is a sailor 
blouse, its only seams those under the arms and 
on the shoulders. It is drawn into shape by 
tapes in a casing at the waist line, the space be­ 
low being thrust under the belt of the skirt. 
The front has a box pleat down it, and is cut out 
in Y shape in the neck, with a sailor collar of 
the 
blue 
linen 
or 
of 
tw'illed 
cotton 
trimmed 
with three rows of 
white braid 
stitched near its lower edge. The coat sieeves 
h a v e a pointed cuff, braided, and buttoned by 
pearl buttons. 
The skirt has a broad gored 
front breadth, a narrow' gore each side, and a 
straight full back breadth. It is trimmed at the 
foot w'ith a ten-inch border on the blue goods 
sew ed to its low'er edge, turned upward smooth­ 
ly and finished near the top with eight or ten 
rows of white braid. 
The over-skirt is easily 
ironed, as it consists of a single breadth of linen, 


i t s whole length sewed around the skirt far be­ 
low' the belt, and its ends then joined together 
low in t h e middle of the back. The other edge 
is then turned up in front and on the 
sides 
nearly to the belt of the lower skirt, and held 
there by five buttons and loops; then let fall 
lower down in the back, where its edges meet 
down the middle. A ba.nd of the blue goods 
trimmed with braid is put on this edge of the 
oversIivqjL, and when turned up forms a trimm- 
i* oor. Els its top in front and in two row s down 
ie. 
Tane strings tie it together behind.

FABULOUS WEALTH. 


Trinity Church and Its Insatiable A ppetite 
for Gold. 
^ While the associations of Old Trinity in New 
York city are more rife with color and interest 
than any other in America’s reminiscential her­ 
itages, writes Edgar L. Wakeman, the actual 
history of the church organization and its ac­ 
quisition of its present v ast property form a 
record of b itter and determined contention, 
which has nev er b een surpassed upon our con­ 
tinent. It is not only full of actual early Amer­ 
ican history, b ut threading through the struggle 
are the most 
miserab le of 
tragedies, the 
quaintest of romances, aud ev en the most ridic­ 
ulous of happenings. The first owner of record 
of the original church propeety, after God and 
tl- ‘Ab origines was old Peter Minuli, director­ 
ial of the New Netlierlaud colony, who 
p*erught for the West India Company “11,000 
1 morgens” (22,000 acres) of land from the 
Indians, for b eads and trinkets of the v alue of 
sixty guilders. One ItooloII Jansen, of Maasland, 
in 1830, purchased from Director Van Twiller 
a patent for a farm of sixty-two acres, 
It was 
called the “Bowery.” Beginning south of War­ 
ren street tho b oundary rau northwesterly a 
mile and a half to Christopher street. 
The 
plat formed an unequal triangle, whose b ase 
was the North or Hudson riv er. 
Itoeloff Jan­ 
sen 
died 
within 
a 
year. 
His 
widow, 
through the strife ov er this property b etween 
her heirs and Trinity church, b ecame historic 
as Mrs. Anueke Jansen. Jansen soon married a 
Dutch dominie, named Ev erardus Bogardus, 
from whom the tract soon took theuamo of the 
Dommei’s Bowery.” 
This Dominie Bogardus was a b rav o old soul, 
a sort of ancient rev olutionist, and he thunder­ 
ed m his little pulpit terrib le phillippics against 
the theories of men of the country, whom he 
termed aw he might term many now, were he 
with us, “b ut v essels of wrath and fountains of 
woe and t r o ub le a n d there were troub lous 
times in the land of New Amsterdam. 
This v al­ 
iant soul fought the Dutch plunderers and rob ­ 
b ers of the colonists, and might hav e prev ented 
that sort of thing b ecoming hereditary in Man­ 
hattan, had lie not b een shipwrecked at sea. 
liis widow died 205 years ago, leav ing four 
children b y her first husb and, Rooloff Jansen, 
JH?d four b y the redoub tab le Ev ardus Bogardus. 
The descendants of these hav e fought to this 
day the moat noted b attles in chancery ev er 
known, and the complications and intricacies of 
the countless procedures hav e b een as remark­ 
ab le and b ewildering as were the interests in­ 
v olv ed and the prize at stake tremendous. 
Director Stuyv eaant in 
1654 confirmed the 
original grant to Jansen, b y patent to Dominie 
Bogardus’s widow, and just 200 years ago Gov ­ 
ernor Nichols, then ruler under the English 
occupation, reconfirmed 
the grant to 
her 
heirs. Four years later these heirs sold the tract 
to Colonel Dov elace. 
But here the title was 
clouded. 
The interest in “Dominie's Bouwerv ” 
b elonging to Cornelius 
Bogardus, then de­ 
ceased had not b een conv eyed to Lov elace. 
In 
16 /3 tho Dutch again secured possession of 
New Amsterdam; held it a year; b ut in 1.074 
tho English again took possession under the 
Westminster treaty, and the land was confis­ 
cated and conv erted to tho crown. 
Thus, iu 
1700, when Queen Anne made a grant of the 
property of the corporation of Trinity church, 
the heritage of untold nossessions entailed end­ 
less litigation through the alleged unsatisfied 
interest of Cornelius Bogardus, who had then 
for half a century b een en joying eternal rest 
b eneath the soil, one street-front foot of which 
is now more v aluab le than were the entire 2,- 
7 00,7 20 quarter feet when honest Koeloff 
Jansen purchased them from dishonest old 
Herr Director Van Twiller. 
Ev ery known form of legal contest has b een 
put in effect against Trinity for 200 years, and 
Trinity has always b een the v ictor. 
The city 
and the State of New York, as well as indi­ 
v iduals, hav e waged war to secure its fab ulous 
possessions. 
Hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars hav e b een oxpended to gain it« millions. 
Battles of music and engagements, where fire­ 
arms hav e b een used form no little part of its 
history. 
Before aud sinco the rev olution these 
disturb ances 
ami 
tragedies were 
common. 
Strife, 
terror, 
desperate 
effort, 
b lasted 
hopes, 
all 
darken 
tlioso 
old 
days. 
“The 
original Dutch against the 
English 
crown 
sycophants” 
were 
forev er at war 
ov er the cov eted treasures, and no ecclesiasti­ 
cal relic extant has so stirred the hearts 
and pockets of men. 
No martyrs were b urned, 
b ut the reliab le historians of those dim times 
hav e left at least two monstrous acts of injus­ 
tice to fire the poetic heart 
In 1 775 “an old 
woman was kicked in the eye and her husb and 
wounded.” The heartless church property pro­ 
prietors also “took hold of Hannah Marsh, ab out 
O.’i years of age, pulled her down on tier knees 
and attempted to put her head in a pail of grog.” 
One wonders just how tho grog happened to b e 
so handy on sacred ground. 
But wo mu3t take 
history as we get it. 
Trinity church authorities will not rev eal the 
actual wealth of the corporation. 
Mon who 
should judge well estimate it to b e from $50,- 
000,000 to *200,000.000. No land is giv en 
away or sold, nor are long leases made, and 
the aflnual rev enues are acknowledged to b e up­ 
ward of .f500,000. 
Its educational and charit­ 
ab le institutions are many. 
The parish con­ 
tains sev en churches and the same numb er of 
schools; large sums are turned ov er to the 
Episcopal and diocesan fund; allowances are 
made to sev eral missions; Trinity hospital is 
maintained; St. Luke’s hospital receiv es a large 
annuity, aud from twenty to thirty churches 
outside of New York city are assisted. 
As a 
corporation, it will stand through the years its 
a stupendous illustration of “unearned incre­ 
ment,” of colossal wealth dev oted almost ex­ 
clusiv ely to the upb uilding of an ecclesiastical 
aristocracy, and of the wondrous possib ilities 
of interminab le litigation.

This practice 
he does not confine to ignorant witnesses. There 
are many well-to-do attendants upon the court

not with this class of witnesses.¡¡Before striking 
a bargain they generally ascertain what is due 
them, and lie ing business men. arrive ;t tho 
present worth of the money coming to th :n by 
true mathematical principles. 
With tL.1 pres­ 
ent worth as a hasis the bargain is made. 
“ Some of these scalpers make over $1,500 
every year, and the one I have in mind possesses 
aihorse and carriage and lives in a commodious 
house, and as far as my knowledge goes has no 
other means of support. 
In one case this term 
in the criminal court an ignorant colored wit­ 
ness assigned her right to her witness fees for 
$250 when they amounted to more than $!.■>. 
The practice is forbidden by the statutes and is 
calculated to bring down the the character of the 
witness.

RAILROAD N EWS. 


The Union Pacific investigating commission is 
to come to thiseity for testimony. 
J udge H. H. Trimble, of Keokuk, will proba­ 
bly be made general solicitor of the Missouri 
Pacific system. 
A railway journal indulges in this statement 
and prophecy: "The railw'ay system of the lim ­ 


i t e d States now aggregates, in round numbers, 
141 UOO 
miles. This 
is almost double the 
total mileage of the county thirteen years ago, 
and is more than three times that of twenty 
years ago. But it is not at ail improbable that 
the end of the present century, twelve and a 
half years hence, will sea our railroad system 
increased to more than 200,000 miles.” 
The Railway Ag e says: that during the past 
six months track laying has been going ou in 
thirty-seven of the forty-seven States aud Ter­ 
ritories, on 130 lines, wdth the result of adding 
3 754 miles of main line track to our railway 
svstem. This is a far larger showing of new' 
construction than that for the corresponding 
period in any previous year excepting 1882, 
when nearly 5,000 miles were laid down iu the 
first six months, and 11,503 in the year. The 
nearest approach to this was in 1881. w hen 
about 2,500 miles were reported iu the first six 
months out of 9 ,790 for the year. But in 18^0 
the returns gave for the first half only 1,755 
miles, while the work of this year, according to 
©ur corrected record, w » ab out 8,500 milea. 


ROSINA VOKES’S DRESS REFORM. 


The W ell-K now n A ctress H as som e Com- 
m on-Seiise Ideas on tho Subject of Dress. 
Rosina Yokes, the popular actress, in a recent 
interv iew in tho New York Wo rld, giv es expres­ 
sion to some common-sense ideas on the sub ­ 
ject of dress. 
When asked if she b eliev ed in 
“stays,” as English women are fond of calling 
them, she said: 
“I wear them myself—soft, easy, comfortab le 
and I do not see why any woman in the 
world should hot. 
It is not necessary to hurt 
one's self with them anv more than it is with 
anything elso. 
It is only when a woman loses 
her common sense that she gets any injury in 
that way. 
Whst I ob ject to, when a 
woman 
wears modern trappings ou the stage, is that 
she practically canuot mov e. 
Of course she 
can walk, and perhaps she can fall into a pleas­ 
ant-looking faint, b ut as for b eing graceful in 
high-heeled shoes, with her dress tied b ack as 
tightly as it will go, and particularly with her 
sleev es so tight that it is an impossib ility for 
her to raise her arms an inch, it simply cannot 
b e done. Just imagine a girl’s trying to em­ 
b race a b ig, b road-shouldered lov er or husb and, 
when to sav e her life she could not get her el­ 
b ow's four inches from her waist! How do yon 
think it would come out'?” 
“If you ask me,” was the answer, “I should 
say he would hav e to do the greatest part of the 
lov ing for himself." 
“Indeed, I should say as much.” 
Miss Yokes has inv ented some sort of a di­ 
v ided skirt to wear when dancing, b ut no mor­ 
tal woman has b een ab le, I fancy, to judge from 
the descriptions thereof what manner of crea­ 
tion it may b e. 
In reality it is v ery simple. 
The foundation garment is v ery like what Mrs. 
Jeuness Miller calls “ieglets”—a sort of silk 
trouser, wide and straight, reaching to the ankle 
and hemmed. Just at the b ond of each knee a 
kilt is put on which falls just to the edge of the 
hem. It is ab out two yards aud a half around, 
b ut kilted in to just the size of tho trouser and 
stitched on. 
At the thigh another kilt of equal 
width is stitched on, that one falling ov er the 
first to the edge of the hemmed trouser. Stand­ 
ing erect in those four kilts it would b e impos­ 
sib le for tho keenest eyed woman to say that 
there was anything to it b ut a v ery “funny’’ full 
skirt. 
Ov er this div ided skirt is* put another 
skirt of the same material, b ut made in the or­ 
thodox fashion and gathered to a yoke some 
fiv e or six inches b elow the waist. 
This re­ 
duces the amount of clothing ov er the hips and 
around the w'aist to v ery few thicknesses, while 
the limb s are kept as warm and as elosoly cov ­ 
ered as possib le. Of course it goes without say­ 
ing that it makes the most ab solutely modest 
dancing dress that ev er was kmnVn. 
The ut­ 
most ab andon, the most trying poses, may b e 
indulged in, and there is not ev en the least tan­ 
talizing glimpse of a slender ankle to b e had. 
Only a fascinating frou-frou of silk and lace. 
At first Miss Yokes used her reformed gar­ 
ment only on the stage, b ut afterwards, hav ing 
caught her heel in her petticoats and nearly 
b roken her neck in climb ing a four-in-hand 
jcoach on tho other side, she had some div ided 
skirts made for walking skirts and has used 
them ev er since, taking the greatest comfort in 
them, and knowing all the while that no matter 
what accident b efalls her she will nev er hav e 
the discomfort of realizing that she has made 
an unpleasant display of white lace and lawn. 
This, in detail, is all there is to Miss Vokes’s 
inv ention, and it seems to me to b o b eautifully 
on the b oundary line b etween the v ise of the 
modern tiilor gown aud the inappropriate 
and unb ecoming dress-reform 
frock as wo 
usually find it. It is not an expensiv e innov a­ 
tion to make in one’s wardrob e, and there are 
certainly times in all women’s liv es in these 
days of coaching, and tricycling, and tennis 
when such garments would b e inv aluab le. 
You 
can't trip up on a petticoat like that, and you 
can’t catch your heel in it, two great points 
gained, as I am sure ev ery woman will admit. 
For rainy weather, or for wear witli 'a heav y 
walking dress, the regular petticoat b eneath 
the dross may b e omitted, b ut for usual wear it 
is desirab le, for it takes away all possib ility of 
that look of “no petticoat” another woman’s eye 
is so sure to see. 
I hav e said that these div ided skirts are not 
expensiv e. 
Well, so they are not if you look at 
it rightly. 
In tho first place, b lack surah i.-i 
cheap, and if you do not like them the kilts are 
not harmed in any wav for a dress skirt. 
It is 
to b e doub ted if they will ev er go through that 
process, howev er. 
Ten dollars will make a 
handsome div ided skirt of b lack surah. For 
something washab le Miss Yokes suggests the 
material she used in “The Tinted Venus,” what 
they call “crazy cloth,” the pure white. Either 
this crazy cloth or ordinary "Jheese cloth trim­ 
med on the skirts only with a pretty, strong 
lace makes a washab le garment that will prob a­ 
b ly appeal to the conserv ativ e creature who 
cannot 
b ear to giv e up her “white.” But 
whether in b lack silk or colored silk or in white 
cloth it will lie all the same, I am sure.

The Sandwich Islands. 
From the Commercial-Gazette. 
The Hawaiian or Sandwich Islands, lyin" in 
Pacific Ocean 2,1OOmiles out from San Francis­ 
co, on the line of steamers for Australia, are at 
this time attracting tho attention of this country 
to an unusual degree. The export trade of these 
islands, which had grown from ijv }50,<K>0 in 
1800 to $2.000,000 in 1N70, reached last year 
the large sum of $9,000,000 and was almost 
exclusiv ely to this country. 
The greater part 
of this was sugar and rice, with which they sup­ 
ply our Western coast During the',same term of 
year8 their imports increased from $000,000 to 
$5,000,000, of which ab out four-fifths are 
from tho United States. 
At this time there exists much dissatisfaction 
with their gov ernment ou the part of tho plan­ 
ters of the islands. 
Kin^ Kalakaua has largely 
increased the pub lic deb t, the estimated ex­ 
penditures of the kingdom for 18 80-88 b eing 
$1,7 00,000in excess of its receipts; and this 
increasing b urden must largely b e b orne b y in- 
temal taxation, which would, of necessity, fall 
upon the producing classes, who are nearly all 
Americans, engaged in raising sugar and rice. 
Tho feeling against the king is so great as to 
threaten an insurrection that may result in tho 
ov erthrow of his gov ernment, and the interests 
of this country demand that in such ev ent no 
European gov ernment should b e allowed to get 
possession of the islands or estab lish a protecto­ 
rate ov er them. 
There has b een for a numb er 


throne, that should b e the result sought b y our 
own gov ernment 
In addition to their commer­ 
cial v alue, they would b e an extremely v aluab le 
nav al station. 
The population of the islands, which at the 
first authorized census, in 1N‘» 2, was 130,000, 
almost entirely nativ es, has fallen to 8 5,000, 
of which only ab out 40.000 are nativ es, and 
tho remainder 25,000 Chinese, 10,000 Portu­ 
guese, t,000 Japanese, 2,500 Americans, and 
the b alance mostly Germans and English 
The 
nativ es are decreasing at the rate of 0,000 in 
each decade, aud their places aro b eing filled 
b y foreign immigration, so that in a v ery few 
years, whatev er rights the original population 
may hav e had to rule, will hav o passed away 
with them.

Ills Habits, Hfs Traits of Character and H is 
Im pressibility of Human Influences.

Owing to his comparativ e rareness his moral 
character is as little understood b y the general 
pub lic as are his points, and b y a v ery large sec­ 
tion of the community ho is looked upon with 
fear and av ersion, as b eing b oth sav age and 
treacherous. 
Ho is, in raality, seldom the first- 
b y nature, though he may b o b y education, and 
the latter he nev er is, either b y nature or edu­ 
cation. 
His ev enness of temper is one of the 
most pjominent features of his character, and 
what he is at times he always is. If he has b een 
educated to b e sav age he always will b e sav age, 
b ut if his natural good-natured indolence is al­ 
lowed to dev elop properly b y kindness and good 
management he w'ill b e always gentle. 
There is 
nothing v ariab le or snappy ab out him, and he 
will allow lib erties to b e taken with him b y 
children—aye, and b y grown-up children also.,, 
that many other sorts of dogs would resent sjich 
as collies and retriev ers, and who, if they a 
b eing teased or get their tails trodden upon, are 
liab le to turn and snap. 
Snapping is an un­ 
known v ice among b ulldogs; b ut if they should 
b e thoroughly roused they go straight to b tii-i- 
ness, and fix on tho ob ject they intend to anni­ 
hilate and as our transatlantic cousins say, “they 
freeze on,” and, b eing onceilxod, it is a " matter 
of considerab le troub le to get them to loose their 
hold. 
Indolence is a considerab le trait in their 
character; and, though for health’s sake, they 
should take as much’ exercise as possib le, yet

The Grand Cany« 
IrTîîtmi» * « tld th. 
Plains. 
ThTS? and Canyon of the Aikansas excels in 
majesty any scene which it had yet b een our 
priv ilege to look upon. 
Ho w many ages or 
centuries or thousands of years the remorse­ 
less riv er was engaged in cuttingits way through 
these ev erlasting mountains is a matter of con­ 
jecture. 
The channel of the riv er (at thiw poinl 
not a large one) pursues a tortuous way foi 
many miles b etween the lofty rocks, which its 
ceaseless gnawings hav e sev ered. 
Tho solid 
walls, riHiug sometimes almost perpendicularly 
to the height of elev en hundred feet, the wind­ 
ing course of the canyon apparently closing us 
in a doorless prison, tho skylight seeking to 
penetrate the depths of the ab yss, and a splash­ 
ing rain, all added to the b eauty, tho grandeur, 
the terror, the excitement, and tho pleasure of 
the occasion. 
Our good engine, with remark­ 
ab le ease and speed, climb ing up the grade on 
the b ackground of the enormous rocks, looked 
like a speck, a dot, a child’s plaything. 
“The 
Boyal Gorge,” as it is called, i« the culmination 
of the canyon. 
Here is scarceh' room for the 
riv er alone, b ut man’s ingenuity has ov erconiu 
nature’s ob structions, aud a well-used thor­ 
oughfare is tho result Emerging from tho 
canyon the road follows the Arkansas riv or to 
Salida. 
On our left are tho snow-cov ered peaks 
of Sangre de Cristo, a Spanish name meaning 
the “Blood of C hrist” 
Here we leav e the riv er 
and b egin to climb and scale the heights of 
Marshall pass ov er the great continental div ide. 
We wind along the mountain 
Bides, rising 
higher and higher. 
Our train is div ided into 
two sections. Looking upward we see now a 
line of earth which marks the course of the 
road; now the first section of our train appears, 
leading us half a mile. Looking downward we 
seethe course we hav e come; now one, now 
two, now three sections of the road appear at 
once, tier ab ov e tier. Looking outward wo 
see the great slopes of the majestic mountains 
and the recesses of the v alleys. The Rockies 
seem to open the doors of their secret chamb ers 
aud to rev eal to us their hidden b eauties. At 
length, on the v ery summit, in a long snow 
shed, through many of which we hav e passed, 
our panting, puffing engine, like a tired and 
ov erb urdened animal, stops m its course, as if 
to gather strength for the struggle b efore it in 
carrying ijs load down on the other side. 
Wo 
are 10,8 7 8 feet (moro than two miles) ab ov e 
the lev el of the sea. 
The descent, with the loops of the road b end­ 
ing b ack and forth, and with somewhat milder 
scenery, is the rev erse of tho ascent The train 
rolle on, and now darkness comes upon us. Our 
road lay through a gorge describ ed as “grander, 
deeper, darker, and yet more oeautiful than 
that we had so recently passed through.” It is 
called the Black canyon. Sitting or standing 
upon the b ack platform of our car we were 
quite ab lo to see the majestic outlines of this 
grand gorge. 
Waterfalls, the swiftly-flowing 
riv er, the lofty and precipitous rocks stretching 
out their arms as if to crush us in their em­ 
b race, the Curreeanti Needle—an ab rupt and 
isolated pinnacle, symmetrical and graceful—aro 
all disccruab le in the darkness, which lends to 
each art oeaiu charm of its own. 
The morning 
light finds us on the great plaius. 
An awful, a terrib le desert. 
Its desolation is 
simply indescrib ab le. It extends for more than 
100 miles b etween the Grand and Green riv ers, 
and while dreary and somewhat monotonous, is 
b y no means uninteresting. 
Ou tho right and 
left are arid wastes of land, b earing here and 
there the scantiest possib le growth of worthless 
weeds. 'Hie hills in color arid in their wrinkled 
surface remind ono of tho hides of some gigan­ 
tic elephant. 
The b uttes, with thin, lev el tops., 
precipitous faces and b arren appearance, rise 
continually on either side. 
In the Green riv or 
v aliev irrigation has b egun to change the b ar ­ 
renness into fruitfulness. 
Onward we speed 
up the accent of the Wasatch range, through 
Castle Gate, whose warders aro the great rocks 
which stand at its entrance, up the Price riv er 
canyon down which Sydney Johnston marched 
his armv home from I tali after ho had estab ­ 
lished tiU authority of our gov ernment ov er tho 
Mormon reb els.
